He has sn
impulsive manner, und tells, withont heetietion
or, confradiction, a story which is of Intense
fnterest, and which scems worthy of eredence,
cepedially as 1ts most important detalls are
fully contirmed by the lestimony of that hyely
aud intelligent lady, Mrs, De Lo Noy, who muni
fests & pardonable faith and pride o her hos-

band. For aboot thiee years Mr, De Lan Noy
fwas a4 membir of the police force in this
beity, and during the third year o delective,

wliose succiss In working imporiant
CULER procured him the enmity ol
hig brother detectives, some of whom (as he
belleves) Jald a plot by whieh he was inveagled,
agaipst his better judgment, into s techuleal
misdemeanor, which procored bis dismissal 1n
February last. Some time uiter this he became
firet mate on board the steamboat Connecticat,
of the Hsncock Line, which plied between
Troy aod Pier No. 44, North river, in this city.
On this boat large piles of cotton bules were
often carried, nmong which passcngers ocew-
sionally lost their Luls, A certuln hol lost i
this way, and not reclnimed, came into Mr, De
La Noy's possession, One day, while handliozg
the hat, he picked off the number Indicating
the size, 7). he thinks, and oaretessly stuck it
inside the sweat-band, and then tore out the
liniue, which wne loose, and threw it away.
Mr. De Lo Noy anleo had a dark-blue tanuel
coat, on the eléeve of which were seyeral spots
of oil, sputtered there while its owner was en-

aged in olling the axle of o freight truck on
anrtl the stenmboat. There was also, near the
pocket, a lurge grease mork, which used to
greatly annoy Mgs, De La Noy wheunever her
husbaud wore the coat at bowe,

At Troy, zome lime iv June, 1848, & mpu came
on bosrd the Copnecticaut, guve ule name gs
James Mahar, aud wanted to work his passace
fo this city. He wus soon employed as deck
hand, and, not being well clothed, the mute

On  the mutnming of De-
pember 24 or 26 (he is not certain which) he
met hin in Univergity place and passed some
words with him.

There 18 also a line composed of oue or more
steamers belween London und New Orleaus,
meking five distinet lives to Eurape, bhesides
oceagionnl nrrivals, one from Cardifl acciving
ut New Orlesns Intely with « eargo of rallrond
iron.

Mublle can boast of asingle line to Liverpool
oniy.

ﬁg\'mnmlu is quite larazely represented, and
worthy of the Empire 8igte of the South, The
“Georgip und Liverpool Line” Is compozed of
seven steamers, ealling from Savannah ou the
Ist and 16th ot every month, and advertises to
despateh extra stenmers to olher Huropeun
porte when suflicient lnducement is offeped, [t
bas also the “*Mucgregor Line” to LMerpool,
but the number of vessele composing L does
not appear, We Lave secn the name of but
one, lrupsient Europeau steamers also rench
Eavannah occasionally.

Charleston has a regularly orgiuized line,
cilled the “Chatleston and Liverpool Steamship
Line.” The Golden Horn, n new vessel belong-
ing 1o this line, arrived nt Charleston lately with
quite & large cargo of merepandise, mostly
hacdware, The steamer Stative was also loaling
ut Charleston lutely for Liverpool, probably a
transient vessel,

The Norfolk and Liverpool Line, composed of
gome hull dozen stewmers, we believe has heen
temporarily abandoned, there having been no
departurcs lately.

Ballimore looms up in this business, having
{wo Epropean lmes—one to Liverpool, com-
poeed of three sleamers, and anothicer to Bremen,
employing two more.

Thus neurly every Bonthern port of import-
apce can boust of direct stenm communication
with Burope a! present, Upnfortunately, the
vessels are all of foreign build and owned
abroad. In this, however, the South differs not
from the Norih, There have been soveral
spasmodic attempts Lo estublish Ametrican lnoes
nt the North during the past few years, bat,
since the collupse of the Collins line, & lew
months have sutliced to disconrage the owners,
and now of all the fine steamers that weckiy
Jeave America vol one fliea the stars and
stripes,

Time will ghow whether, after the present
crop is shipped, the Southern ports can offer
enougb business to Indace a contintanes of the
existing arrangements; but the press throuzh-
out the South, espeeiatly of New Orleans and
Mobile, speak very bopetally of the success of
tke project of direct communieation, aud if it
cun T;e proved to be eatisfactorily remunerative,
cnpitalizte will be easily found both at home
and abroad ready to invest in the enterprise, —

The employes of the department =¢cem to have
been particeps eriminis in these transactions, A
messenger who was caught in allowing false
returns of stationery to be made was dismissed:
nnd nealn, during & month’s sbhsence of wnothier
recelving clerk, poods sald o have been deli.
vered to the department were charged at $5000,
while, in fact, goods worth ounly $100 wers
nctoally ret'r%vml. Numerous other similar
frauds were practised aod ure glven in detail in
the report.

Multiply, theu, 500 by 20,000, and 6,000,000
oysters will be abtaloea, whaeh, if sold ut 20
frunce per thousaud, will produce 120,000 francs.
If, however, the number of oysters on ench
fascine were tnken ws ounly 10 000, the sum of
80,000 francs would be procured, which, tor an
expenditure of only 221 francs, wouald give—
as M, Laviclare, Commisgesary of the Maritime
Iuscription, remargs in his report to the French
Government—'s much larger profit than say
o' ber branch of industry.!
